Our Lord Jesus Christ will 
come back to this earth visibly 
and personally to gather up 
Ifis saints, rule over and ren- 
ovate the nations and judg: 
the world. 

The coming of Jesus has been 
incorporated in God’s plan from 
the beginning. His first visit 
to the earth was as a sin offer- 
ing, giving Himself a ransom 
for the sins of the entire world, 


in that He tasted death for 
every man. (Heb. 2:9.) 
His second coming will be 


without a sin offering, but to 
judge the world in righteous- 
ness. 

The first time He came, He 
appeared in a manger in pov- 
erty and shame but the next 
time He will come in the clouds 
with power and great glory. 

On His first visit He was de- 
spised and rejected of men, spit

upon, and crucified. The next 

time He will be crowned “King 

of kings” and “Lord of lords.” 
Ignorant people who have 


'enough to convince the most 


skeptical and unbelieving, that 


{the first coming of Christ was 
| planned by the God of wisdom, 
and brought to pass by His 
great handiwork. Christ was 
sent to the earth for the spe- 
cific purpose of redeeming 
humanity from sin; reconciling 
them to God and to insure them 
a home in heaven, 

Just who will be saved and 
benefited by this plan of salva- 
tion depends upon the individ- 
ual. for God is no respecter of 
persons. Also, it is not the will 
of God that any should perish, 
but that all should have eternal 
life. “Whosoever will, let him 
take of the water of life freely.” 

Remember, God planned, and 
Christ carried out the plan of 
sacrifice—and no other plan 
will ever be, for the redemption 
of man. When He cried and 
gave up the Ghost, the whole 
plan was accomplished by 
which you and I could procure 
a full and free salvation. 

“He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved.” But 
we MUST CONTINUE TO BE- 
LIEVE.

Jesus to mean death, the de- 
scent of the Holy Ghost at 
Pentecost, the destruction of 


Jerusalem, or the spread of the 
gospel, but all these are too 
numerous and can only be done 
by wresting hundreds of Scrip- 
tures, which plainly teach 
that Jesus Christ is coming per- 
sonally to earth the second time. 

Many Old Testament prophe- 
cies have direct reference to 
His second coming. (See Job. 
19:25-27; Psa. 50:3-6; Isa. 64; 
1-4; Dan. 7:13-14:) These have 
not been fulfilled yet. 

It seems the Jews were never 
able to see the two comings of 
the Messiah. They evidently 
overlooked this part of te 
prophecies concerning His 
humiliation and were able to 
see only those which referred to 
His glory. 

They were unable to under- 
stand the claims of Jesus, who 
was humble and lowly, and 
who suffered and died on the 
cross, when the prophets had 
declared the glory of His king- 
dom and said that He would 
abide forever. 

Let us here quote His own 
language, “And if I go and pre- 
pare a place for you, I will come 
unto 
myself; that where I am ye may 
be also.” (John 14:3.) 

While He was humiliated be- 
fore the high priest, He spake 
of His second coming and used 
this theme to console His faith- 
ful disciples. As He took His 
flight from the top of Mount 
Olivet and His disciples stood 
gazing up into heaven two men 
stood by them in white apparel 
and told them, “This same Je- 
sus, which is taken up from 
you into heaven, shall so come,
